1 have the honour to submit the following Report on the prices 
in Ireluml of crops, live stock anil other Irish agricultural 
products for the year ended 31st December, 1913. Tables are 
submitted with the Report, showing the average prices for the 
twenty years, IB94-J913, while the quarterly average prices 
during 191.3 are also set forth in separate tables. 

A continuous official record of L’rices obtained in Ireland for 
Irish Live Block and other Agricultural Products is available for 
each year since and including 1881. Unofficial records of these 
prices were kept and published for years prior to 1881, and in 
Appendices II. and III. (pp. 88-95) of the Department’s Return 
of Prices for the year some of the prices in these records 

'were brought together in a manner convenient for reference. 
These unofficial prices were republished in the Returns of Prices 
for the years 1907-8, 1908-9, and 1910. 

In order to obtain a correct idea of the. relative importance, to 
the Irish farming community of a change in 
UKijATi v k changes price of any class of live, stock or commodities 
IN prices. dealt with in this Report, it would he 
necessary to have information as to the 
number or quantities sold by the Irish fanning community taken 
as a whole, sales to Irish farmers being excluded. No such infor- 
mation is at present published, and such sales are most difficult 
even to estimate. A rough idea, however, can be obtained as to 
the effect of changes in prices of Cattle, Sheep, Pigs, Wheat, 
Oats, Barley, Potatoes, Hay, and Flax from the following figures, 
which are taken from the Department’s Agricultural Statistics 
of Ireland for the year 1913, and which show the number of 
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Cattle, Sheep, and Pigs in Ireland on the 1st June ]<m a „i 
tlie total production of Wheat.

Deductions as to the relative importance of changes in prices 
inust be drawn with great caution from these figures For 
instance, a change in the price of Oats, Potatoes, or Flay will not 
have the importance to Irish farmers that these figures would 
suggest, as the greater part of the Irish production of these com- 
modities is fed to live stock in Ireland. A rise in the nrices of 
hese would help the tillage farmer who has ^surplus for sale 
but uouki add to the difficulties of raisers of Jive stock who have 
to buy these commodities.

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Potatoes, Meat, Sugar, &c.), Coal and Metals, Textile Raw 
Materials, and other commodities, e.g., Timber, Bricks, &c. 
Each of the commodities is " weighted ” according to its import- 
ance ; the prices for each year multiplied by the weights are added 
together, and the result reduced to a percentage of the total for 
the year 1900. The following diagram has been constructed from 
the “ Index Numbers ” adopted by the Board of Trade, and 
shows at a glance the change in the general range of prices of 
commodities, agricultural and other than agricultural, during the 
last twenty years.

Prices of Sales of (he Irish Wheat Crop harvested in I Old were 
recorded up t 0 March, 1913, the aver- 
wjusat. age price from the 1st January, 1013, 
to the close of the sales being 7/(1', per 
cu t., as compared with 8/3 for the corresponding period of 3 Old. 
The area sown in 1913 was 3-1,004 acres as against 44,855 in 191 d 
The average yield was higher (20-4 cwts. per statute acre as 
agamst 18-7 cwts. in 1912), and the total produce showed a 
decrease from 837,826 cwts. in 1912 to 693,887 cwts. in 1913. 
Kales of the new grain commenced in the second week of Sep- 
tember, the prices realised being lower than in 1912. The 
average price for the quarter ended 30th September, 1913, was 
7/1*2' • against 8/- in 19 Id. During the quarter ended 31 at 
December, prices also showed a decrease, the average being 7/4} 
in 1913, as compared with 7/8,} in the same quarter of 1912.

The area under 1 ’’ 1 a x in Ireland increased from 55,009 acres in 
1919 to 59,305 acres in 1913. The average 
1 'IjAX. yield of scutched fibre per statute, acre, 

however, was lower, being 341 stones, as 
compared with 37-0 stenes in 1919. The total produce of the 
scutched fibre decreased from 9,079,901 stones in 1919, to 
9,094,339 stones in 1913. The average price for 1913 was 7/2] 
per 14 lbs. This price, (hough lower than the, average -prices 
for 1910, 1911, and 1919, was not exceeded in any of the sixteen 
years, 1894-1909. The price for the quarter ended 31st March 
was 8/3], as compared with 7/11] in 1912 ; lor the quarter ended 
30th September, the price was 6/8], as compared with 8/(5] in 
1912; and in the last quarter of the year the price was 6/7], as 
compared with 8/2] in 1912. 


XL Live Stock and other Prodcch. 

The prices of h’at Cattle were very satisfactory in 1913. The 
average price per ewt. , live weight, of fat 
rat cattle. cattle sold in the Dublin Market in 1913 
was 35/8, and was higher than in any year 
since 1881. The average prices in the first, second, third and 
fourth quarters of 1913 were 3(5/1, 39/2, 35/3, and 33/8, respec- 
tively; as compared with 3(5/3, 89/1, 31/-, and 30/4 for the. 
corresponding quarters of 1912. The prices in the first two 
quarters were about the same as those for 1912, but in the last 
two quarters wore much above those of 1912. 

The prices of Store Cattle during 1913 were above those of the 
previous liinteen years, save in the case of 
STOKE cattle. springers, and the price of these was only- 
exceeded in the years 1910 and 1911. 
The prices were — Tor one year old, J-8 14s. Gel., as against 
i'8 5s. lid. in 191.2; for two years old, Til 12s. 3d., as against 
Til Is. -Id. in 1912; for three years old, T13 4s. (id., as against 
£12 14s. (id. in 1912; and for springers, £15 Is. 9d. , as against 
£1-1 (is. lid. in 1912. 

The average price per cwt. of Tut Sheep sold in the Dublin 
Market in 1913 was 40/3, as compared 
eat sheep. with 35/11 in 1912. The -average for last 
year was higher than in any year since 
1884, though it was nearly equalled in 190(5. The price for the 
quarter ended 31st March was 42/-, as against 37/4 in 1912; 
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fur t ho quarter cnik'd 30th dime, 44/1, us against 39/5 in . 
in l Ini quarter ended :10th September, MG/-, as against is/lo ; n 
JGtl: and in the last quarter, 38/5, as against 30/10 in 1011. 

The prices of Store Sheep were satisfactory in 1913 | )t q tl , r 
considerably higher than the prices 
stouu snnril>. in any of the previous four years. The 
average price of two years old and over 
was 30/0 per head, as compared with 30/5 in 103-2. Store sheep 
one to two years, fetched, on an average, 30/0 per head as 
compared with 32/4. The average price obtained for lambs in 
HUM was 28/0 per head, as compared -with 24/2 in 1912. The 
average prices for the first, second, third and fourth quarters 
of 1913 were, respectively, for store sheep, two years old and 
upwards, 33/5, 33/3, 35/10, and 38/9, as compared with 30/10, 
28/11^27/4, and 31/10 in 1912 ; for store sheep, one to two years 
old, 37/7, 37/11, 30/8, and 40/0, as compared with 32/5, 35/3 
20/8, and 211/9 in 1912: and for lambs, 34/3, 20/0, 20/-, and 
31/3, as compared with 30/-, 25/1, 22/1, and 24/0 in 1912. 

The number of pigs in Ireland in June, 1913, was 1,000,300, 
as compared with 1,323,957 in June, 1912, 
l'oiiK. The numbers killed or bought dead by 

Irish baton carers, which increased from 
1,143,025 in 1910, to 1,253,197 in 1911, and to 1,410,705 in 
1912, fell to 1,181,209 in 1913: and the numbers exported from 
Ireland, which increased from 324,071 in 1910, to 342,340 in 
1911, fell to 205,241 in 1912, and to 200,290 in 1913. The 
average price obtained for fresh pork in Ireland in 1913 was 03/7 
per cwt., as compared with 55/1 in 1912, and 51/- in 1911. 
The average price for 1913 was the highest recorded since ihese 
statistics were first compiled (in 1881), The prices per cwt. for 
the first, second, third and fourth quarters of 1913 were 02/-, 
00/3, 60/9, and 00/2, respectively, as compared with 49/-, 50/0, 
59/8, and 55/4 in 1912. 

The average price obtained for all kinds of Irish Butter in 1913 
was 103/- per cwt., as compared with 
butter. 100/10 in 1912. The returns of prices 
of creamery butter showed an average of 
1.10/4 per cwt., as compared with 11.3/0 in 1912. Factory butter 
showed an average of 95/5, as compared with 98/10 in 1912; 
and fanners butter an average of 92/11, as compared with 98/- 
in 1912. The average for creamery in the quarter ended 31st 
March was 119/5 per cwt., as against 130/0 in 1912: the aver- 
age for factory, 97/4, as against 117/4 in 191.2; and the average 
lor farmers butter, 98/9, as against 110/9 in 1912. During 
the second quarter, ended 30th June, the average price for 
creamery was 106/1, as against 107/4 in 1912; the price for 
factory, 90/2, as against 98/2 in 1912 ; and the price for farmers’ 
butter, 92/2, as against 90/2 in 1912. During the quarter ended 
30th September, the price, of creamery was 107/-, as against 
112/4 in 1912; the price of factory, 93/3, as against 95/9; and 
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the price of I'armere' butter. 90/4, as against 05/5. In the 
fourth quarter, Hie average price of creamery butter was returned 
at 121/6, as compared with 120/9 in 1912 ; the average of factory 
butter at 98/1, as compared with 100/4; and the average of 
farmers’ at 98/-, as in 1912. 

These are. the average prices received for Irish butter in Irish 
markets. The prices realised for Irish, foreign and colonial 
butters in each week of the year 1913 at each of the principal 
market centres of the United Kingdom, as published in certain 
trade journals, appear in an Appendix to this lleport. 

Trish biggs fetched most satisfactory prices in 1913 — the aver- 
age price for the year being 9/5} per 120, 
hook. the highest annual average recorded in this 

series of returns. For the quarter ended 
31st March, the average per 120 was 9/6J-, as against 9/8;* in 
1912; the average for the quarter ended 30th June was 7/8, as 
against 7/0} ; for the quarter ended 30th September, the average 
price was 9/8} in 1913, as against 9/4} in 1012. In l he last 

quarter, ended 31st December, the average price in 1913 was 

14/2!}, as against 13/4 per 120 in 191.2. 

Wool prices in 1913 were again satisfactory, the average for 
the year being 1/- per lb., an average 
wooTj. which was exceeded in only two of the 

previous nineteen years, in 1900 and 1905. 
The average price for the first quarter was 1/0}, as against. 
I0gd. in 1912; in the second quarter, 1/Og, as against lOd. in 

1912; in the third quarter, 11 2d., as against tOftd. in 1912; and 

in the last quarter, 1.1 :}cb, as against 11}(1. in the corresponding 
quarter of 1912. 

Attention is directed to the various diagrams presented at the 
end of this Report, as these, show in a simple and clear form the 
hold changes which have, taken place in the prices of the several 
commodities during the past twenty years. Diagrams aie also 
included, showing the weekly average prices of butter and eggs, 
as the great, variation in the. summer and winter value of these 
articles is a matter of very practical interest.
